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Wilt-Resisting Tomato Seed 


‘Homestead, New Cross, Ready for Farmers This Fall 


ARCH 28, 1952, the vegetable 

breeding laboratory of the U. S. 
Department of Agriculture at Charles- 
ton, S. C., offered seed firms the seed 
of the wilt-resistant tomato tested as 
Southern Tomato Exchange Program 
No. 89 ( "Step os Thirty-two 
firms requested seed and 15 are expect- 
ed to have a combined total of several 
thousand pounds tor sale in time for 
1952 fall and winter planting in Flor 
ida and the south. 

The name Homestead is chosen for 
this new variety, a name that Florida 
growers will associate with the Sub 
Tropical Experiment Station at Home 
stead, Florida, where the principal 
commercial trials were arranged and 
conducted. 

Commercial trials with this tomato 
have been conducted for three years 
in the Homestead area where about 
12,000 acres of tomatoes are grown 
annually for green shipment. Growers 
were strongly impressed by the favor 
ible performance of Homestead on 
wilt-infested land and an immediate 
market for up to 2,000 pounds of seed 
seems to be indicated. Therefore this 
tomato is being named and released for 
immediate sale by seed firms 

“Homestead” resulted from a series 
of crosses begun at the vegetable breed 
ing laboratory in 1942 and involving 
the Victor, Dobbie’s Champion, Pan 
America, and Rutgers The new to 
mato was developed following the last 
outcross with Rutgers in 1945. It is 
comparable to Rutgers in type bur has 
1 semi-determinate vine growth which 
tends to vary with local conditions 

This responsive habit of growth 
may account in part for the high pro 
ductivity of Homestead under a wide 
range of conditions Maturity 1s 
slightly earlier than Rutgers and the 
fruit average slightly larger in size. 

Observers in south Florida believe 
that when picked green the Home 


stead ripens firmer than Rutgers

How to Make Concrete Posts for All Your Farm Needs 


OODEN PosTs for any 

\X/ kind of a job are quite a 

difhcult commodity to 
buy in Florida, and the state forestry department 
advises farmers to grow their own. 

Concrete posts are indestructible with reasonable 
use, and may be made for farm service economically 
on the place. 

Ihe process is not at all difficult and the results 
give the farmer the satisfaction of producing useful 
and lasting improvements. Posts of cement do not 
rot, rust or burn; they are not injured by boring 
insects and millions of them are in use 

If a considerable number of posts is to be made, 
metal forms are most satisfactory and can be bought 
from mould manufacturers. For farm projects 
requiring comparatively few posts, a simple “gang” 
mould is readily built as one of the diagrams shows. 

Sack of Cement, 5 Posts 

Five standard 7-foot posts can be made from a 
one-sack batch of cement in a gang mould. By set 
ting stops or bulkheads in the channels for longer 
posts, shorter posts can be cast. 

If posts over 7 feet long are necessary for a cer- 
tain job, the longer moulds and an increased quan 
tity of cement and sand will be required, 

Standard posts are made 3%% inches square at both 
ends. Two by four joist are used for the partitions, 
(The standard 2 x 4 is actually 1% by 3%% inches 
in cross section). (Metal moulds for the square 
post, are champfered on the corners)

ings can be used to bevel the corners. Beveled posts 
are better looking and easier to take out of the mould 
than square-edged posts. 

One-quarter inch triangular strips are tacked to 
the bottom of the forms to make shallow grooves 
on one side of the post at the required spacings for 
fence wire or wire ties, 

(Since '2-inch tri-cornered moulding may 
not be easily attainable, '4 x 7/16 inch half 
round may be used instead.) 

One of the accompanying diagrams shows 
the standard spacing for barbed wire fences of 
three, four and five strands. Posts for three 
wire fence need but three channels and groove 
strips are set into the post form accordingly. 

When posts are to be adapted to fencings of 
various wire spacings, the groove strips are 
placed in the mould nine inches on centers from 
the ground line (which is 2’ 6” from the bot- 
tom end of the finished post) to a foot and a 
half above the ground line; then, three inches 
on centers to the top of the post. 

Preparing Moulds 

Lumber for the fence post forms must be 
planed four sides and the forms placed on a 
smooth, level surface which has been oiled or 
covered with heavy waterproof paper. All the 

forms must be coated with thin oil. Wood 
moulds, cleaned and oiled again before the 
next use, will not warp and will last a good 
while. When not in use the forms should 
be stored flat, not on end. 

Special attention must be given reen- 
forcement of cement posts. For a heavy- 
duty post where extra strength is necessary, 
four '4-inch round reenforcing rods are 
generally used. However, four lengths of 
No. 6 wire will reenforce a post more 
economically and after the concrete is set, 
such posts will meet average requirements 
on a farm. 

Care must be taken to give at least 4% of an 
inch between reenforcing rods or wires, and the 
surface of the concrete post being cast. 

Two of the reenforcing bars for each post 
should be cut 12 inches shorter than the length 
of the post being cast. That allows six inches 
of concrete at each end of the bar. The other 
two bars or wires need be but three feet long. 
They are placed in the form to be 18 inches

Insulation is provided by tying 
the inexpensive glass insulators to the 
posts. In electric fence the 4-point 
barbed wire is strung 2! to 3 feet 
above the ground (or + the height of 
cattle). A single strand of barbed wire 
has been proven most satisfactory. 

Posts for electric fence are usually 
5 feet long, set from 50 to 65 feet 
apart and about 18 inches into the 
ground. Four No. 6 wires may be used 
to strengthen the posts when casting. 
The wires are placed in the cement 
form as for ordinary fence posts. 

For 100 cattle-fence posts the ma- 
erials necessary 14 bags of ce- 
ment, 114 cubic yards each of sand 
and gravel, and 1,400 lineal feet of 
No. 6 wire (138 pounds).

These posts are 4 inches square at 
the top, 55% inches square at the bot- 
tom, and thus require tapered 2 x 6 
planks to be used in the moulds.

Rainy days, or days when farm shop 
activities are not pressing, can be used 
in making the forms for clothesyard 
posts. In general, they are more attrac 
tive if tapered, but no less serviceable 
The bottom end of the mould is 5% 
inches square, and this dimension con 
tinues 2’ 6” toward the top where the 
taper starts, diminishing from 5% 
inches in cross section to 4 inches 


square at the top 


Clothesline posts are generally set 
2’ 6” into the ground and the cross 
arms may face one another 30 to 40 
feet apart. If the soil is loose, the posts 
should be cast 10 feet long and set 
into the earth three feet (as is common 
with red cedar clothes posts). 

To cast two clothesline posts re 
quires: 1'4 sacks of cement, 2'2 
cubic feet of sand, 3 cubic feet of 
gravel, and, for reenforcing, 42 lineal 
feet (16 pounds) of % inch round 
bars.

breaks. This blowing sand, unhalted, 
will cur tender young plants off in a 


few hours, often resulting in 100% 
crop loss. 

The most practical effective control 
of wind erosion was accidentally dis 
covered by a farmer who left a strip of 
unplanted land in his field to find that 
the natural vegetation rendered con 
siderable protection to the row crops 
planted near it. 

The county agent encouraged plant 
ing Blue Lupine in strips between the 
row crops since it is a legume ind also 
had the desired stalk sufhicient to stop 
blowing wind. Strip planted Blue Lu 
pine is now considered a must by many 
farms for wind protection in young 
melons and other tender seedlings while 
it is very helpful in nearly all crops of 
the Levy area. 


Strip Planting 

Strip plantings of row crops and 
blue lupine were about the same width 
in the beginning but as years passed 
farmers discovered that the frequency 
of the strips more important than the 
width. An 18” planting will stop as 
much blowing sand as a 36” strip. 
Rickenbacker recommends for best re 
sults a strip of lupine 12” to 18” plant 
ed at least every 60 feet in corn and 
peanuts, compared to every row tor 
melons.

exception is that sometimes it is ne- 
cessary to obtain budwood from 
younger trees tor new varieties. 

When the lined out trees are budded, 
the nursery rows are again marked at 
both ends, showing variety of scion, 
number of rows and the root stock. 

A further precaution against a slip 
up is exercised here by giving the 
budder only one variety of budwood 
at a time. Each bundle of budwood 
is carefully marked as to variety. 
Three men make up a budding team. 
One prunes the small plant and 
scratches the soil away so budding can 
be done at a uniform height. 

The budder cuts the eyes from the 
budwood stick, slits the stock ind 
inserts the eye. The third man wraps 
the bud. The wrapper starts carefuily 
below the incision and wraps World 
War | legging fashion until the inci 
sion 158 covered This holds the eve, 
the bark and the stock together, and 
keeps out undesirable moisture from 
dew or rain 

Unwrapping the bud comes in about 
2 to 4 weeks depending on the weather 
[his operation requires special atten 
tion for if it is done too early the bud 
will fail to adhere, and if left too long 
the stock heals over and the eye is 
choked off 

Approximately a week following 
unwrapping, the stock is cut off a 
quarter of an inch above the top of 
the incision, providing the new bud is

Dust and Spray 

Most foliage diseases may be con 
trolled by dusting with four to six and 
one-half percent Zineb. If equipment 
is available to furnish a continuous 
pressure, a spray of two level table 
spoonfuls of wettable Zineb to one 
gallon of water will work fine 

Insect troubles—and you'll probably 
have many—can be reduced by using 
commercial baits prior to planting or 
dusting the soil surface with 5 percent 
chlordane. This will control such 
pests as ants, Cutworms, gt asshoppers 
and mole cric kets. 

Once the plants are growing and 
insects invade the garden site they can 
best be controlled by evening applica 
tions of dust, with spraying as the 
next best system. A one percent 
rotenone dust is perhaps the best gen 
eral insecticide for garden use since it 
controls a wide range of insects and 
leaves no harmful residues on the har 
vested crop. However, 5 percent 
DDT and 5 percent chlordane may be

growing. Hand-pruning shears are 

used for cutting. 

After the stock is cut off a nursery 
stake, preferably 2” x 1” x 4 ft., is 
driven into the ground 8 to 10 inches 
deep on the bud side. All sprouts are 
cut off except the one from the eye. 
When this sprout is about six inches 
high it is tied to the stake with cotton 
twine using what is known as the 
“nursery knot,” which slips rather 
than grows into the young tree. 

The young growth from the bud- 
wood scion is tied to the stake every 
4 to 6 inches. Sprouting is one of those 
jobs that never ends until the tree is 
dug and transplanted into the grove. 

Young trees usually grow in the 
nursery from one to two years with 
cultivation and fertilizing continuing 
during the growing season. A special 
prepared “young tree grower” fertili- 
zer is used and trace minerals if needed. 

40 Acres Annually 

Lake Garfield Nursery has for many 
years planted about 40 acres into citrus 
seedlings annually. Forty acres of 
nursery stock means 200,000 citrus 
trees a season. The Nursery’s custo- 
mers range from Florida to South 
America and Asia. Texas has bought 
this good citrus stock in bygone years. 
Any quantity is sold, whether one tree 
or a thousand. 

The present grapefruit industry 
originated from trees sent from this 
nursery to Sam Higginbotham who at 
the time was head of an agricultural 
school in the central part of the 
country.

He also tells about finding a large 
moonshine still while clearing new 
land during prohibition days. The still 
owner managed to get the copper 
vat hidden in a new location by the 
time the revenue officials reached the 
scene. 

Being located on a ridge and having 
plenty of new land available for each 
year’s plantings have been most in 
strumental in the production of good 
citrus trees, Bryan told the GRowER 
Close supervision of the production 
of trees sold is responsible for the 
many satisfied customers of Lake Gar 
field Nurseries, Manager Bryan said 
His books show that 80 percent of the 
business can be directly or indirectly 
credited to growers pleased with trees 
bought in prior years.

Grass Seed Dryers Pay Out ranc’s operations, 


Commercial seed dryers like the one pictured here are being used more and 
more each year throughout Florida. This particular machine is located at Live 
Oak. It has 20 drying bins 8 feet long by four wide and about four deep, and 
will dry 20,000 pounds of grass seed daily. 

The machine at the right cleans the seed after it is dried. The seed is then 
channeled into bags and each is weighed, sewed and tagged. 

Seed dryers definitely have an important place in the economy of grass farm 
ers. They can harvest the seed before completely ripened by Nature, and by 
artificial drying can reduce the loss of shattering. In addition to this, the mod 


ern method allows the seed to be gathered under adverse weather conditions

Condemns Citrus Tree Spacing 


In Too Clean Groves, Sun Destroys Plant Food In Soil 


NOTE—In the form of a Letter to the 
Editor, the following material is too long for 
use in that column. But because of the con 
structive thoughts it contains, it is being pub 
lished in the form of an article. It was writ 
ten by C. Richard Hartmann, Route 2, Dade 
City, Florida.) 


Giving advice is poor practice and 
is mostly resented, and it is not my 
general policy; but since you have al- 
ways taken such a wonderful stand 
towards diffusing helpful information 
to your readers, I am taking the liberty 
of writing you some of my views with 
the hope they may be of value. 

I have been engaged in growing 
plants, trees, orchard planting, all my 
life; and my experience covers many 
countries and climes, from the temper 
ate to the tropical zones. I have al- 
ways been observing of methods and 
results. 

Here in Florida, where we have made 
our permanent home, I have noted the 
many good points of cultivation and 
also the things that could be improved. 
Unfortunately Florida needs artificial 
fertilization, the soil lacking so many 
essential elements to make perfect trees 
and fruits. 


Heavy Root System 


A great mistake in starting many 
orchards has been in planting the trees 
entirely too close together. I hav e ob- 
served that in Florida soils, trees have 
an enormous, spreading root system, in 
Planting 
too close is more detrimental in Florida 


search of food, of course. 


than I have seen anywhere else. Not 
only do the tops come too close to 
gether, not allowing sunshine and air 
to reach the lower limbs, but the root 
systems of the too closely planted trees 
cause much needless competition with 
one another. 


How much better would it be if 
trees were planted farther apart, al 
lowing space to grow cover crops, es 
pecially legumes, to be incorporated 
later with the soil. Many groves are 
kept absolutely too clean, the sun in 
its cleansing effect neutralizing and 
destroying what little vegetable matter 
there is in the soil, the same methods 
which have practically ruined many 
orchards of deciduous and citrus fruits 
in California, which latter originally 


had far richer soils than Florida. 


How much more profitable would 
be some degree of organic methods in 
connection with the use of commercial 
fertilizers, rather than depending upon 
the latter alone; and with the organic 
methods incorporated, it would cer 
tainly enhance the effectiveness of the

When I was a boy, almost 70 years 
ago, and spent my youth in Germany 
and in Switzerland (both the German 
and the French speaking parts of the 
latter), not only was every sprig of 
vegetation saved and composted and 
put back on the land, but the roads 
and streets of every farmstead and 


town property were cleaned by the} 


owners several times during the week, 
and especially on Saturday night, of 
every leaf, animal dropping, al! straw, 
etc., not only to make it clean and fes- 
tive-looking for Sunday, but everyone 


seemed to be eager to have all this valu- |

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GREEN LOG SPRAYING 
COMBATS DECAY 


Many Florida and Southern lumber 
men are using the insecticide benzene 
hexachloride (BHC) to control in 
sects attacking green hardwood and 
pine logs, in line with recent research 
findings of entomologists of the U. S. 
Department of Agriculture. 

The lumbermen find this provides a 
way of protecting felled logs which 
cannot be immediately processed, from 
insect tunnelling and resultant decay. 


The entomologists recommend use 
of 1% pounds of the gamma isomer of 
BHC mixed in 50 gallons of No. 2 fuel 
oil sprayed on the logs at the rate of 1 
gallon of mixture for each 100 square 
feet of bark surface. 


It is imperative 
that 


all bark be completely wetted 
Single logs can be sprayed effectively 
with a common knapsack type sprayer, 
but stacked logs require treatment 
with equipment capable of delivering 
spray at a pressure of 200 pounds per 


square inch.

The Problem of Quick Decline 


NIVERSITY OF CALIFORNIA Citrus Experiment Station scientists may have 
found a clue to an answer to the orange quick decline problem, symptoms 
of which disease are indicated in some Florida groves. 

A tree has been worked in the trial orchards which has sour orange rootstock, 
sweet orange trunk and lemon top. The method being used consists in topwork- 
ing orange trees with other species of the citrus family to try and breed a stock- 
and-top combination which will ward off quick decline as has occurred in the 
sweet-on-sour rootstock used until a few years back in orange plantings. 

In 1938 before quick decline appeared in California, a 5-acre grove of sweet 
orange on sour orange stock was budded over to lemons. That grove is in excel- 
lent condition but unworked orange trees in the region are declining. 

Facts at hand show that in topworking orange trees in California, budding is 
more successful if done before infection appears; the lemon budwood used must 
not carry the virus which bears another disease, psoriasis; budstock must come 
from trees as free as possible from shellbark, and from trees free of sieve-tube 
necrosis, a deterioration of food-carrying channels in the growing part of the 
bark. This is associated with decline and collapse of lemon trees. 

Our Citrus Experiment Station at Lake Alfred is devoting much time to 
quick decline which is indicated in Florida, and we may be sure no stone will 
be left unturned by Dr. Camp and his able staff to ferret out this disease and any 
start it may make under Florida conditions.

TOMATO 
HE SAME OLD plant 
breeders who developed the potato, 
the pepper, and corn, also brought the 
tomato to its present form 

“Tomati” 
planted it in their maize fields. 

The Aztecs of Mexico also had the 
tomato, and there is some uncertainty 
which people did the most to perfect it 
Both countries used it much the same 
as we do and they had a number of 
well established varieties 

Mathiola gave the earliest descrip 
tion of the tomato that we have been 
able to find and he called it 
d’oro”, or “apples of gold” 
in 1554 that the plant had just reached 
Italy. There is a claim that the toma 
to was brought from Peru to Spain 
about 1540 and soon after was taken 
to Morocco, and from there reached 
Italy under the name “pomi dei Mori 
“apples of the Moors”. 

When it reached France, 
confusion in turning the Italian name

the name love apples it reached Eng 
land before 1596. 

As with every new food, there were 
those who were “agin it’ and it was 
claimed that love apples would cause 
cancer, falling hair, and many other 
ills, but more and more people ate it 
and survived and it became an accepted 
article of food. 
1656 Parkinson says the tomato or love 
apple “is grown as an ornamental and

In 1724 the tomato is mentioned in 
Miller’s Gardening Dictionary and the 
author said many people were using it 
It spread rapidly all over the world so 
that in 1775 Rumphius found it gen 
erally grown in Malaya under the old 
Peruvian name, tomati 

There are many tales about the in 
troduction of the tomato into the 
United States, and a popular belief that 
it has only recently come to us. 

It was still called the love apple and 
people were most reluctant to adopt it 

It is said that the 
brought to Philadelphia by a refugee 
from Santa 1798, but 
there is good evidence that it was there 
long before that time. 

Collinson in England wrote in 1743 
that he had shipped seeds of the love 
apple to John Custis of Virginia, and 
that the vegetable was much used in 
soups and broths. 

In 1778 Thomas Jefferson reported 
a new ribbed form of tomato which 
he had found, and a book published in 
Philadelphia in 1812 gives a recipe for 
making “love apple catsup” 
just as we make it today 

Conservative New England was a 
little slower in taking up the tomato, 
probably partly due to climatic limita 
tions but by 1835 the fruit was sold 
by the dozen in the markets of Boston.
